On Successor 
For Brink Job 


Members Claim It's 
Still Under Study; 
Helvering Ready 


Strategic statem ents and frank 
uncertainties Monday continued to 
cloak the identity of the successor 
to Councilman Joe Brink, who has 
^announced he will resign from the 
lawmaking body since «his resi­ 
dence is now outside the corpora­ 
tion. 
Brink, Democrat councilman- 
at-large, Is expected to resign hi* 
job after being sworn in Tuesday 
night at Council’s first meeting of 
1954. He was re elected without 
opposition in the Nov. 3 ballot­ 
ing. 
At least four persons have been 
mentioned as likely to win Coun­ 
cil’s aproval as Brink’s replace­ 
ment, but comments by the individ­ 
ual lawm akers indicate they have 
been having difficulty uniting be­ 
hind one particular choice. A n d 
some insist they haven’t been in 
touch with discussions on the ques­ 
tion, and that they plan to go into 
Tuesday’s meeting with “ an open 
mind” . 
, City Solicitor Georg* Gerhardt, 
*in a tentative ruling, said Brink’s 
successor will have to have the sup­ 
port of four “ members of Council” . 
At the 
moment 
Brink 
resigns, 
Council membership will be reduc­ 
ed to six regular lawmakers and 
Council President Ben Gordon.

GORDON DECLINED to com­ 
ment on possibilities, but agreed it 
may become necessary for him to 
break a tie with hi* own vote be­ 
f o r e the issue is settled. And if 
Council doesn’t name Brink’s suc­ 
cessor, the job will be up to Mayor 
Robert Hedges. 
A num ber of legal points of pos­ 
sible importance remain to be clar­ 
ified before Brink’s replacement is 
officially seated. Brink himself has 
not disclosed just when during the 
meeting he plans to yield his office.

WASHINGTON up—Secretary of 
the Treasury Humphrey and Rep. 
Daniel A. Reed CR-NY) scheduled 
the first of a series of conferences 
today to try to fashion a tax pro­ 
gram on which Republicans can 
unite for 1954. 
Reed, chairman of the tax-writ­ 
ing House Ways and Meins Com­ 
mittee, already has called for 
more and bigger tax cuts than 
the 
Eisenhower administration 
has been willing to accept so far. 
Just how far the two men get in 
trying to reconcile their positions 
will largely determine whether tax 
issues will become a major battle­ 
ground within the GOP in this con­ 
gressional campaign year. 
The 78-year-old Reed waged a 
spectacular but unsuccessful fight 
last year against an administration 
request to extend the excess prof­ 
its tax to last Friday, six months 
beyond its original expiration date. 
Both Reed and Humphrey, and 
their associates, say they are anx­ 
ious to avoid another such head-on 
clash this year. 
The administration has post­ 
poned final decisions on many 
tax questions pending the all-im­ 
portant conferences with Reed 
and others this week. 
This is one reason why President 
Eisenhower will discuss taxes only 
generally in his State of the Union 
message Thursday, submitting a 
more specific program later. 
Paychecks issued lins w%ek and 
hereafter will show different totals 
than they have previously. Some 
will be larger, some will be small­ 
er—all depending on how 
Social 
Security deductions affect the to­ 
tal. 
For many in the lower income 
bracket, the net total will be less 
because the Social Security deduc­ 
tion increase will be greater than 
the decrease in income tax. 
Exempt from the Social Secur­ 
ity program and thus affected 
only by the income tax decrease, 
will be 18 special classifications 
of workers, including physicians, 
dentists, and others usually re­ 
ferred to as the 
“professional 
class.” As a group they obtain­ 
ed exemption from Congress in 
1950. They receive no Social Se­ 
curity benefits. 
But other self-employed persons 
who are covered by the Serial Se­ 
curity law provisions will not be 
affected until January, 1955, when 
their payments will go up from 
2Vi per cent to 3 per cent. The in­ 
crease for .salaried 
employes 
is 
from IM per cent to 2 per cent, 
with an identical increase for em ­ 
ployer contributions. 
In many cases the income tax 
reduction will more than offset the 
Social Security increase 
but for 
some, the take-home will be slim­ 
mer. The fewer the dependents, the 
better the chance for a fatter take- 
home pay. Where people work for 
someone else, the boss will have to 
kick in more—one-half of I 
per 
cent. In many cases the Social Se­ 
curity tax won’t last all year be­ 
cause it applies only to the first 
$3600 earned. 
Here is how a man with four 
exemptions (husband, wife and 
two children), will fare when the

To Study Harm 
Weed Causes 
NEW YORF (J) — A 
research 
committee has been formed by 
cigarette manufacturers 
and to­ 
bacco groups to conduct a study on 
“tile theory that cigarette smoking 
is in some way linked with lung 
cancer.” 
Formation 
of the 
committee, 
which includes all but one (Chest­ 
erfield) major American cigarette 
m anufacturer an i several associa­ 
tions of tobacco growers, was an­ 
nounced yesterday. 
The united 
industry 
member*, 
the announcement said, have pledg­ 
ed “ aid and assistance to the re­ 
search effort into all phases of to­ 
bacco use and health,” including 
financial aid in addition to funds 
already being contributed by indi­ 
vidual companies for medical re­ 
search. 
The committee statement noted 
recent medical 
statistics 
linking 
lung cancer to cigarette smoking, 
and also mentioned that soul 
entists have questioned the signifi 
canoe of recent 
experiments on 
lung cancer. 
“ For more than 300 years,” the 
announcement declared, “tobacco 
has given solace, relaxation and 
enjoyment to mankind. At one time 
u.* another during those years cri- 
: tics have held it responsible for 
practically every disease of the 
human body. One by one these 
charges have been abandoned for 
k ck of evidence. 
“ Regardless of the record of the 
past, the fact that cigarette smok­ 
ing today should even be suspected 
as a cause of a serious disease ii 
a m atter of deep concern to us.”

WASHINGTON — “Any effective 
solution of today’s farm problem 
must provide methods for reduc­ 
ing our huge stockpile of agricul­ 
tural commodities and at the sam e 
time prevent further burdensome 
accumulations,” Agriculture 
Sec­ 
retary Ezra Taft Benson said to­ 
day. 
“Getting rid of these surpluses 
I 
only half of our probem.” he 
said. “ Even if we were able to 
bring them down to manageable 
proportions, we would soon acquire 
new hoards of wheat, corn, cotton 
and butter under the existing sys­ 
tem of price supports.” He contin­ 
ued: 
“We already have approximate 
ly $2'4j billion tied up in loans on 
farm commodities, in addition to 
an equal amount invested in goods 
which we own outright—$5 billion 
in all. 
“Our present program does not 
encourage the 
production 
shifts 
which are required to meet the 
changing market demands for var­ 
ious commodities. 
“Of course, 
we 
could 
destroy 
some of our surpluses. Remember 
the government’s potato fiasco of 
a few years ago?

J on public roads and i s easy to col­ 
lect for it is paid by the wholesaler 
in bulk. There has never been any , 
attempt at reciprocity on this ‘first j 
structure’ gasoline tax. and many 
states limit the amount of gasoline 
that vehicles may carry a c r o s s 
their borders. 
“The ‘second structure’ is the li­ 
cense plate tax paid on a graduated 
scale by 
all vehicles using the 
roads, beginning with the $10 li­ 
cense fee for automobiles and in­ 
creasing with size, weight and oth­ 
er factors to a maximum of nearly 
a thousand dollars for a very few 
large and heavy vehicles. On this 
‘second structure’ tax there exists 
reciprocity with some other states, 
allowing you to drive your car to 
Florida, or any other state, Mexico 
or Canada without buying a 
new 
tag for each state or country. 
“TRUCKS USUALLY enjoy this 
same privilege 
with more strict 
limitations, although you will often 
see vans and buses with licenses 
of a half dozen states displayed, 
usually because of the type of busi­ 
ness in which they are engaged. 
This type of reciprocity is impor­ 
tant to other states as it is to Ohio. 
“Ohio is a ‘bridge’ state, mean­ 
ing that most transcontinental traf­ 
fic must cross our state, channelled 
north by the mountains 
of 
Ken­ 
tucky and Tennessee and, of course 


their few truckers. 
“ The mileage tax or ‘third struc­ 
ture’ tax is simitar to the ‘first 
structure’ or gasoline tax in 
the

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CHISELERS IN CHARITY 
CONGRESS MAY BE ASKED to investi- i 
gate the charge that charity fakers have 
taken at least $120 million out of this year's 
record donations of $4 billion by the Amer­ 
ican people for various causes. 
A New York legislative committee has 
dipped into charges of fake charity collec­ 
tions in that state and found nationwide 
ramifications. It learned the National Kids 
Day Foundation, at one time or another 
endorsed by many notable people, had col­ 
lected nearly $4 million in five years, of 
which only $302,000 went for the purposes 
it allegedly espoused. 
Another group which sought charity in 
the name of veterans obtained $67,244 rn 
two years and spent only $4,000 for welfare 
work. 
Despite efforts to confine charity drives 
to a few responsible groups, the chiselers 
have invaded the field and will wreck it 
unless dealt with as they deserve. Because 
charity can no longer be on the old neigh- 
bor-to-neighbor basis, with maximum effi­ 
ciency in distribution, it is imperative that 
the grafters be exposed. Otherwise legiti­ 
mate charity collections will suffer. 


TELEPHONE EXPANSION 
WHEN THIS YEAR DAWNED t h e r e 
were 84 million telephones in the world, of 
which the United States had 48 million. To­ 
day the number here exceeds 50 million, 
the 50 millionth instrument having been in­ 
stalled November 18 for President Eisen­ 
hower in the White House. 
This country has 30.3 telephones for ev­ 
ery IOO persons, an amazing record. In this 
country the wide distribution of telephones 
is in marked contrast with that of other 
countries. 
r What the AT & T fails to tell in its ac­ 
count of business and visiting made easy 
by lifting the phone off bar or hook is the 
extent of garrulity in these telephone calls. 
Most, no doubt, are brief and to the point. 
But when Mrs. B. gets those breakfast 
dishes done and sits down for a nice chat 
over the wire with her next-door neighbor, 
but one, how long does she talk? 
There never can be a census of words 
spoken over the phone, but with roughly 
190 million conversations daily in the Unit­ 
ed States, the number of words reaches as­ 
tronomical figures.

As Mr. Pearson quotes an informant, he 
now has an excuse for calling that person 
a liar. The statement is so preposterous, in 
view of the fact that at the moment Her­ 
bert Hoover is a member of a committee 
that is engaged in gathering signatures for 
a petition to the President against recog­ 
nizing Red China, that I telephoned Mr. 
Hoover and he denied the allegation, the 
statement attributed to him, and its impli­ 
cations. He authorized me so to state. 
Mr. Pearson might well telephone to Mr. 
Hoover apologizing for giving circulation to 
a fantastic statement provided by a liar, 
but that is his option. For what the state­ 
ment seeks to do is to make a hypocrite of 
Herbert Hoover in the sense that he is cir­ 
culating a petition in which he does not be­ 
lieve. This is the exact wording of enough 
of that petition to give the heart of it: 
“We hereby express our opposition to the 
admission of the so-called Chinese People's 
Republic to the United Nations for the fol­ 
lowing reasons: 
“ I. Such admission would destroy t h e 
purposes, betray the letter, and violate the 
spirit of the charter of the United Nations. 
The charter dedicates the organization to ; 
insure peace by promoting freedom and re- j 
sp ed of human rights, and subordinates 
the admission of new states to their ability 
and willingness, in the judgment of t h e 
member nations, to carry out the obliga­ 
tions defined above. The so-called Chinese 
j People’s Republic is constitutionally un- j 
able to do this since it officially declares - 
itself to be a ‘dictatorship’ based on ‘demo- 
, cratic centralism’, (Articles I and II of the 
Organic Law of the Central Government of 
the Chinese People’s Republic). This is the 
basic principle of Communist totalitarian­ 
ism and excludes freedom of discussion or 
criticism of government; that is, it ex- j 
eludes freedom and d e m o c r a c y alto­ 
gether.” 
Mr. Hoover has never been a hypocrite, 
not even when he was in the White House 
I where noble men are often debased by high 
office and imprisoned by their entourage. 
He might have been re-elected in 1932 had 
he less of the moral stiff-neckedness and 
more of the hypocrite in his nature. He 
I chose to stick by his upbringing and h i s 
consciousness that a man can only do as 
he believes to be right, and so he was de­ 
feated for re-election. To say that he is not 
a facile politician might be correct; to say 
I that he is a hypocrite, or to imply it, is an 
I outrageous negation of a long and useful 
life.

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American Farm Youths Report India Faces Manx Problems 


Cowier, Others 
Return After 
4-Month Visit 


Ashville Delegate's 
Story Emphasizes 
Indian Hospitality 


Indian youths who visited Pick- j 
away County last Summer empha- j 
sized how their native country is j 
determined to provide its people 
with more economic goods and 
modern conveniences. But two Am­ 
erican farm youth exchange dele­ 
gates who recently returned from 
India warn that the ancient land 
still faces many difficulties. 
David O. Bowler of Ashville 
and Harold R. Rittenhouse of Del­ 
aw are are back in Ohio after liv­ 
ing for nearly four months with 
Indian farm families. They trav­ 
eled with an American group to 
India 
under 
the 
International 
Farm Youth Exchange, the same 
program which made it possible 
for the young men from India to 
visit this district earlier in the 
year. 
While visiting Pickaway County 
resdents, the Indiana described the 
great progress made by their coun­ 
try in recent years and added their 
nation is fully appreciative of the 
help being received from the Unit­ 
ed States. Dowler and Rittenhouse, 
however, have told of the tremen­ 
dous task that still faces India ev­ 
en with such aid before living con­ 
ditions can be m aterialy improv­ 
ed. 
The Indian youths were outspok­ 
en in their thanks for the hospital­ 
ity and friendly attitude that greet­ 
ed them here. And the American 
youths, in turn, also stressed the 
welcome they received from the In­ 
dian farm families.

DOWLER AND his companion 
delegate from Ohio agree that In­ 
dia’s prim ary problems are lack of 
food and unemployment. 
Ritten­ 
house said the Indians are not 
starving but many are under-nour­ 
ished. Lack of industrial develop­ 
m ent, despite coal and i r o n re­ 
sources, leads to unemployment. 
The country lacks capital to de­ 
velop its resources. The poor bal­ 
ance between population and food 
production results at least partially 


from seeds cf low quality and lack 
of agricultural research. 
Dowler and 
Rittenhouse 
also 
agree that although the United 
States can offer much technical as­ 
sistance to the i eve nation, farmers 
in that country have in many cases 
worked out the best ways to do 
their job with limited facilities. 
What many Americans would call 
an out moded and inefficient plow, 
for example, 
satisfies needs on 
small Indian farms. American m a­ 
chinery would be uneconomical on 
all but a few large tracts. 
Dowler adds that in the one in­ 
stance of mechanized farming he 
encountered in India, yields were 
lower than on surrounding farms 
where the people tilled less land 
but gave it more care. 
The IFYE delegates said the out­ 
standing memory they have of their 
visit is the hospitality of the Indian 
people. 
Rittenhouse noticed in his visits 
that the first thing his hosts did 
was to find a place for him to s i t - 
even though the Indians, them­ 
selves, sit on the floor. “ What are 
you doing here?” was a question 
that came second to his comfort.

DOWLER TELLS of stopping one 
morning lo talk to an Indian farm ­ 
er working in the field. The farmer 
invited him to visit his home which 
had meager facilites. The Indan 
had no tea to offer Dowler so he 
picked a cucumber from his garden 
and shared it with the American. 
The Americans described Indians 
as "devout believers in religion and 
interested in politics ” They strict­ 
ly observe their religions beliefs 
w hich influence all aspects of their 
lives. Their interest in politics is in­ 
ternational as well as in their own 
affairs. 
In Ians fear for their independ­ 
ence and so insist upon neutrality 
in world affairs. 


Ruff Murder, 
Trial Rated 
Tops In News 


When three shots were fired into 
the head of Daniel E. Ruff while 
he lay sleeping last January in his 
farmhouse home near South Bloom­ 
field, it provided the opening chap­ 
te r for the top local news story of 
the year, according to a s p o t 
check of reader opinion. 
Readers asked at random here 
were virtually unanimous in pick­ 
ing events of the Ruff murder and 
the subsequent trial of Mary Agnes 
Ruff, wife of the victim, as t h e 
news high spot in this district dur­ 
ing 1953. Mrs. Ruff, acquitted of the 
slaying, is now living in Columbus. 
Variety In selection of the top 
local news events began with the 
second and third choices. The all- 
out argument over the proposed 
Route 23 bypass here, considered 
as one news event, appeared to 
win second place honors by a nar­ 
row margin. C lose behind was 
the announcement that the Du 
Pont Co. would build a multi­ 
million dollar plant south of Cir­ 
cleville. possibly the main turn­ 
ing point in the community’s drift 


toward a new prosperity based 
on industry. 
The prolonged dispute between 
the city of Circleville and the Rural 
Township Fire Association received 
prominent mention when readers 
were asked to recall the most in­ 
teresting news events of the past 
year. And some of those asked felt 
a place should also be given to traf­ 
fic fatalities that occurred locally, 
especially at Lqistville’s 
“ Dead 
Man’s Crossing.” 
Many readers said they had dif­ 
ficulty in making their selections 
beyond the Ruff case. They pointed 
out 1953 had brought a full quota 
of news to the district, and that it 
wasn’t easy to line up top selec­ 
tions on short notice.
